Sir Arthur Currie, while in To- 
ronto for the Varsity- McGill rugby 
game, declared that McGill placed 
the spirit of the game before the 
game itself and that lack of ma- 
terial would never be blamed for 
defeat.

"Our registration is 100 more 
than last yonr." said Sir Arthur. "If 
wc fail it will not be due to lack of 
material though it may be due to 
lack of ready-made football play*rs. 
The ready-mnde football player i« 
not the kind wc encour.ngc to re- 
gister and we will not allow a man 
to compete unless he is clear iica- 
demically. And this is not by ready- 
made rules to suit ourselves, but by 
the spirit of the rule. We will not 
tolerate any breaking of the spirit 
of a rule."

Their grand 
lolal of 727 wa.s 1 points higher Hum 
that by which Queen's won the Cup last 
year. The result of the competition 
will not lie kno-wn until the beginning 
if iJereiiilier, berausc each University 
!s allowed to pick its own day for the 
match. Since thoy all shoot on their 
home ranges, but the McGill team feel 
that they have a very good chance of 
being successful, 

Tho condition tor shooting were 
moderate, the light was soft and good, 
but It was cold, and there was a 
tricky wind at 600 yards. In splto of 
this the shooting all through was 
good, and there was one exceptionally 
fine score of 100 out of a possible lO.'i, 
which was made by ilay. Shooting 
at 300 yards this man made 35 out 
of a possible 35, .ind at 500 yards he 
only dropped one point. 

The scores ot the McGill team 
showed .1 very decided improvement 
on those, of last year, and although 
this is partly due to better shooting 
by the individuals, a great deal of the 
Improvement must be credited to the 
fact that the rifles have been especi- 
ally bedded. This helps tho ahotjllng, 
particularly at 200 yards where the 
bull's eye Is only 6 Inches In diameter.

Famous Schools 
Exhibit Woodcuts 
At Art^Gallery 

The Exlbitlon of wowlciit by artists 
from the famous schools of Kuropo, is 
now on view at the Ari Gallery and 
will be open to the public for tho next 
two weeks . 

On the right siïie. as one enters, are 
Ihe exhibits from the Viennese School 
The "Sea GuCIs" and tho "Heron" by 
Hans Franc wood-cuts In black by 
LobLiser, .ind a group of sfiveraH pic- 
tures by Carl itotky are fimong the 
best examples from th s school. About 
a dozen other artists entered groopo of 
splenldd work. 

Only one person exhlblte<l from 
tho Swrss School. Three of M. Cunz's 
pictures deserves mcntioninig as being 
fine examples of his work. They wore 
"I'hHesophon,,' "Flamingo" and "D.ts 
H.aiimchen." 

Tho Knglish .School was well re- 
presented both by English artists and 
by at lo-Tst two Canad 'ans,' WaJter J. 
PlrtlllpB A. R. C. A. and Fred Haines 
■ilso -\. R. C- A. Tho most Interesting 
oxhlbit.s by the English School were 
'Stonehenge" \ry Crushibara, "King- 
fisher" by Allen Seaby, and "Sun 
through a Yellow Mist" by Raphael 
Roussel. This last picture was inter- 
esting because t demontrated to the 
liiilic the method u.sed in printing 
coloure<l cuts. A picture by Hulda Por- 
ter aUso deserves attention. It is called

So 
equipped, you can face, without per- 
turbation, the buffets of circum- 
stance, the caprice of fortune, all 

.-the incrutable vicissitudes ot life. Nor 
can you do better than take o.s your 
motto llip fiitnoup word.", which 1 read 
over the jiortals of this college when 
I came here today: "They have said. 
What Boy they? Let them say.'"

(Ths ,Rsf lector) 

".Most of our so-called educivtlon Is 
not education but simply training In 
hoary and tlmehallowed habits of 
thouglit. Indopcndont Judgment Is not 
aimed at as much ns comfonmlty to 
accepted patleriis. Freshmen who thrill 
at Immanent voyages In .str.ange «cas 
ot thought alone would be disturbed 
at the elaborate academic precautions 
to pilot them safely Into the proper 
and rccognlied harbors." These reflec- 
tions, so pIstltudlBOtts to tho soph- 
isticated, are extremely ipertlnemt to 
most of the four hundred add ccllegos 
opening their doors these days. 

Unfortunately . A'merlcan education 
has always been malleable to narrow 
extra-coiiegtf troupe; spéiklny" tbfjntro- 
doctrlnate the future leaders of society 
with their yet orthodoxies. In colonial 
America, when Ihe clergy were all- 
powerful, theoretical knowledge was 
organized, ns Veblen has said, "for the 
glory of God and the good of Man". 
Later, In Revolutionary days, there ap- 
peared a native aristocracy, self-styl- 
ed tho "rich and well-born". The col- 
leges were monopollied by this class 
which dictated educational fpoUcj'. With 
the succssaive sweeps of Jeffersonian 
and Jaeksonlan democracy the college. 
bred aristocracy lost Its hold on po- 
litical Ihstltutionn. And finally when 
the business man' becomes aseehdeiit 
in the social nrllieu we boyhi to sec 
a new trend in educational control. 
Now the complaint Is voiced that ed- 
ucation }a being warped Rotarlanwiso. 

The latest book to dwell on theso 
mournful aspects of our educational 
system Is In many respects the best. 
It avoids both the Irritating stylistic 
obscurity ot Veblen's Higher Learn- 
ing In America and the doctrinaire 
coloration that mars Upton BlncUlt^H 
otherwise excellent book, Tho Goose 
8tep. Sane and readable throughout It 
presents a strong «ase against the cot- 
lego rule of absentee trustees, enforc- 
ed by despotic an dovor-worked exoou- 
llvoH. Unlike most educational critics 
who focus on the present Dr. 'KlrU- 
patrlck Is curious to find out, as many 
of us arc, how we got that way. So 
ho tniceu the 'mechanism of college 
government from tho beginning when, 
with few cxoeptinns, governing groups 
of clergymen dictated policy, treating 
iprofesHors as mere hirelings, to tho 
present day when college prcsUlonts en- 
force tho orders of tho "man In the 
HUysoraper." "Our traditional system 
of acadumic organlr.aMori," he says, 
"has invited tho .shifting of the di- 
recting power fiwn "Main Street" and 
frmn Wall HIroot" and from Wall 
Street to the ipriyate office of n direc- 
tor of tho House of Morgnii. The shitt- 
ing jn'ocoss Is well nigh ooiuiiluldil. Tha 
cnnscqiioiices we are now heglnnlng to 
recngnlKO." Dr, IÇlrk'patrlcH looks hope- 
fully for Iho cuniing of domupracy on 
tho campus through Hludcnt revoli.t

lin several recent Issues we havo 
concerned ourselvcfl with tho re- 
arranpemont of football BclipdulpH, 
having tho end In vlow ot ollmlnat- 
liig games betwoon unevenly matched 
teams. Wo havo tried to provo that 
this can bo done by pointing out that 
smaller loams necessarily meet ollhor 
opponents of greater or equal abil- 
ity, whllo in the Western Coonfor- 
oncc, tho Miîilch-makerH voluntarily 
pick fon the greater number of 
their games teams mora nearly their, 
equal than Is oiistomary In tho Ba.^l. 

Obviously If such a. pln.i) u'crp fol- 
lowed la tho East, the conditions 
Hurroundlng football would*^ undergo a 
radical change. Tho attendance would 
of cuurso, bo effcoled, in all prob- 
ability, the style of play would al.'to 
bo rcvlsod. 

Let us deal with the question of 
attendance and subsequeint gale ro- 
coiplH first. We havo only to look 
to the We.Ml to see how the public; 
would favor ii schedule calling for 
.succchIvo jramos with • opponents of 
cq'unl prowess, l-'ootball probably has 
moro followers In the Middle West 
than In .any other section of the 
country. Tho keen rivalry fostered 
by tho Conforenco I.m rc.spon.-îlble for 
Ihi.H. Groa,tcr t-rowdR flock to tho 
games. Whllo wo In tlip Rnst wo cater 
to crowds of ten thousand for the 
ordinary gamo on tho schedule, ath- 
letic aAlthorltlcR In the RIk Ten 
league arc dl.sappointed It less 
than twonty-flvc Uiousand .'ihon- up 
for a contest. Only our larger games 
attract that ti-umber. 

However one camnot blame lh>j 
football fan for staying a-way from 
tho ordinary game In tho Kast. U<- 
knows In advance that the team from 
tho smaller institution has very Uttlo 
chance of winning. Sometimes, of 
course, a smaller college la 'favored 
to win, but these Instances are few 
and far between. Last Saturday's 
attendance figures at most of the 
Eastern Bame« show that the fan Is 
daiwn only when the outcome of the 
contest Is In doubt. Huge crowds 
saw the games between Tale and 
Dartmouth, Princeton and Navy, 
S^Tacuse and Army, Columbia and 
Ohio State, and N.Y. U. and Tulane. 
If exhibitions of this character were 
played every week It is highly prob- 
able that the total attendance for the 
year would be much greater than at 
the present time.

University Press Club Told of 
Function of Papers 

Ann Arbor, Mich., Nov 1.— (By Ex- 
change Service)— Newspapers, should 
share the re.sponslblllty of su'pplylng 
accurate ami complete foreign nation- 
al news, fre« from the propaganda of 
the WTitlng politician, which has been 
materially assumed by Washington 
correspondents since the World w^ar, 
declared David Liawrence, editor of 
the United States Dally, l*st night be- 
fore the journalists of the U.niversity 
of aiichlgaix Press' Club at their an- 
nual dinner. 

"1 hope for the time", stated Mr. 
Lawrence, "when precedence will be 
given by newspapers to .-irguments, 
soundly conomic and for the benefit 
of the country, over political speeches 
which are harsh and cynical.", _Tho 
speaker Indicated that this time could 
come only when editors see them- 
selves as public servants and trustees 
of knowledge rather thtu> as flupport- 
er.-* of a. political •i>arty. 

In discussing his obser\-atlons as a 
Washington correspondent, Sir. liaw- 
renco predicted that in ten years our 
system of givernment would become 
much more complicated, with iiartlou- 
lar emphasis upon Its economic as- 
pects. 

In the latter connection he declared 
that the economic features of ihe 
government are .already i-apidly gain- 
ing on tho political -ones, and that "we 
are in tho midst of an economic-mind- 
ed administration."
